Berlin, vas appointed during the summer of 19^3 to RSEA Amt VI C 

to deal with Hear East affairs. Beset 5*6", museular build, black 
hair, dark e^s, heavy dark eyebrows, sallow compl^lon. (Source: 
German Primer) 

b. EHHER, Krimlnalkommlssar: With Amt VI C 13 in Apz-11 1944. 

Reported to be concerned with espionage against Syrian and possi- 
bly Palestine. ( Source: German Ps^mer) 




c. EHHER, Or. Horst alias of SUJSZ, 8S Ostuf: Krlminal Ebm- 
missar In the SIPO at Berlin per info date 15 Hovember 1943* 
(Source: SBAEF cards.) 

d. mXJTZf Herbert, bom circa 1907, IDrlmlnal Kbmmlssar and 

SS lAitersturofadbrer. Besc: 1J4 cm tall, museular build, olive 

complexion, black hair, heavy black eyebrows, dark eyes. In Amt 
VI Beferat Habere Osten under 2>r. QRASFE. Be was, and probably 
still la a Social Democrat. He started as a SCBUPO man In Aachen 
in 1942/43. Then took the Kommlssar course at SIPO school where 
source, Hans Hexoann USBZ, bom 7 April I9IO in Barburg, became 
friendly with him, and then posted to Amt VI on 6 March 1943* 

When MSBZ was assigned to the Hear East section he conferred with and 
received most of bis instructions from SII^EZ. HEBE vas to establish 
a link between the Mleez 1 Plug (MIP) Party In Poland with the Polish 
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BQ in the Near East. ThiS link vas to be exploited by Amt VI for its 
own purposes. MERZ explained that the MiP (Sword and Plou^) aimed at 
collaboration with the Crermaas against their common enemy Bussla and 
hoped to become not only the main political factor in Poland but also 
the greatest military power. Among other things EILZTZ instructed 
MEEZ to penetrate Greek underground organizations to discover a means 
of sending a courier to the Hear East and to report to EOESSEUSAEIfi 
(Eerberb) in Athens* HEEZ also claimed that EILITZ told him that he 
(presumably EILITZ) had been Instructed to recruit Polish workers In 
the oll'flelds of southern Poland for sabotage purposes. EILITZ 
stated the saboteurs would probably be trained In Poland and then 
might be transported to Iran by air.

Source Is Edmond CHACUHji French national, who was apprehended 

as a German agent on or about 23 September 19^4 on the Turkish 
coast.

CEACSS, aoooopaialed by his wife and a Tunisian V/E operator 
had a mission against Syria and was apprehended before his 
arrival In Syria.

f. EYLITZ, Herbert aka Sr. ENHER, Obersturmfuhrer: S^: 

Ca 1906. Seserlptlon: 5 *6" tall, well built, dark heir, brown 

eyes, yellowish skin, clean shaven, handsome features but dis- 
sipated appearance, very bad teeth, spoke even German badly and 
his attempts at French and English were comical. EIUTZ spent 
freely and bis accounts were always In a chaotic condition, 
t&rrled, he had three children. EILITZ h^-.;been the BSEA Amt 
VI C 13 local representative la Athens since early 194U having-, 
been appointed to succeed Bruno TAFPEHBSCK. Before this he was 
attached to the Headquarters In Berlin. Be was formerly a traf- 
fic policeman in Germany} attended special schools and was pro- 
moted to the rank of Xrlmlnal Xommlssar. He claimed to be the 
only specialist in Athens and complained that all other members 
of the BSHA department were wartime amateurs. He frequently 
boasted of his own position as an pld police officer and party 
member. EILI T Z was hospitalized In Athens for a period during 
either late March or April 19^. Source learned In mid-May 
194k that EILITZ had been recalled to Berlin in disgrace ahd 
was replaced with Obersturmfuhrer Hermann KOHlHAAS. 

While in Athens, ESfLITZ was primarily concerned with arrangements in 
dispatching SB agents to the Hear East, particularly Syria. Source 
was one-pf these agents and spent a considerable time with EILITZ in 
Athens i;|^d also In Berlin. Shortly before Source ' s dispatch to the 
Hear East, EILITZ told him that his fzdend Bans MERZ had earlier been 
dispatched to the Hear East by Bruno SAPFEHBBCK (TAFTENBOECK) and had 
disappeared. According to EILITZ, MERZ was an old police friend who 
had worked with him on BSHA matters In Germany and Poland. (FIX Only:

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g, ESntlTZ, Eastaf. aad Krtmlnal Kbmmlssaxt ESTLCEZ recom- 
meaded Hans MEBZ for HEERZ's mission to the Neeir £ast, asBlgnlng 
him to the Bear Bast Section of Amt VI C. EYIiHZ had met MBBZ 
a fev mcnth:^ earlier at a Kbmmisaar course. Since the end of 
1942 Aist VI C 13 had a representative in Athens first imder 
XAPKMBOECK> then KDSLBAAS.

SBHER from Leipzig expressed himself to the effect that many 
of the hlgher«ups ai^ng the Qestspo vere willing to collaborate 
with the Allies while talking with a Turkish diplomat. 2hr. MBKk 
evidently worked most of the war In Breslau. Se Is a criminal 
commissar and a captain, and reportedly shoved great fzleadll* 
ness toward interned Turkish diplomats. Comnentt There Is no 
Indication In the report as to the then location in Germany of 
Or.
